These  saws  are  made  from  condemned  two  man  saws.  Two  feet 
was  cut  off  the  original  saw  making  the  one  man  saw  three  feet  long. 
Handle  made  from  3/4"  pipe  salvaged  from  condemned  grindstone  frame. 
Handle  is  18"  long  and  is  bent  down  at  a 45°  angle  about  10"  from 
the  end  to  go  on  the  saw.  Handle  is  split  back  8"  and  the  saw  fits 
in  the  groove.  The  handle  is  then  brazed  to  the  saw  along  the  top 
and  spot  brazed  in  two  places  along  the  bottom.  Length  varies  ac- 
cording to  break  or  kink  in  the  two  man  saw.
